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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on January 
19, 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 10-11, and 13-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with an electrical cable system comprising a first electrical cable and a second 
electrical cable wherein the first and second cables may be releasably joined using a 
press and fit seal, wherein the electrical conductor disposed within the strip shaped 
insulation material is at least partially inserted into the groove shaped insulation material 
(claims 1,10, & 18). This invention also deals with an electrical cable system 
comprising a first electrical cable and a second electrical cable and a means for 
releasably joining the first electrical cable with the second electrical cable such that the 
electrical conductor disposed within the first insulation material is at least partially 
inserted into the second insulation material (claim 15). This invention also deals with a 
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method for managing an electrical cable comprising mating the strip shaped insulation 
material with the groove shaped insulation material such that the electrical conductor 
disposed within the strip shaped insulation material is at least partially inserted into the 
groove shaped insulation material (claim 16). This invention also deals with an headset 
comprising a first speaker coupled to a first electrical cable and a second speaker 
coupled to a second electrical cable wherein the electrical conductor disposed within the 
first insulation material is at least partially inserted into the second insulation material 
(claim 21 ). The above stated claim limitations, in combination with other claim 
limitations, is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed January 1 9, 2005 have been fully considered and 
they are persuasive. Specifically, the applicant argument that "Deflorio nor any of the 
other cited prior art teaches or suggest the electrical conductor disposed within the strip 
shaped insulation material is at least partially inserted into the groove shaped insulation 
material", is persuasive and therefore the claims have been allowed. 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. They are Stachura (Pat Num 2,858, 054), Raase (Pat Num 
2,528,667), Rummer, III (Pat Num 5,391,838), Emmel (Pat Num 4,230,898), Chewier 
(Pat Num 3,663,739), and Martin (Pat Num 6,1 11,202), all of which discloses various 
cable assemblies.
